Tord Cleveland 
had been most generons and kind in his 
dealings with Brougham, not only granting 
shim tho-1timost measnre of Parliamentary 
indepondence, ‘but bringing . inte .

Tho death of George IV. in June, 1880, 
necessitated a speedy dissolution of Purlia. 
mont, but before the. Houses .were prorogued 
Brougham delivered an admirable speech on 
the question of colonial slavery. This was 
really & hustings address; for a fow days 
after his motion le was. invited to become a 
candidate for the representation of the great 
county of York, Previous ta Brougham’s 
election the representation of counties had 
beon considered--the, peculiar appenage of 
great landowners or their nominees. Lord 
Brougham, although at, this tine he was at 
the head of the Liberal narty in the House of 
Commons, was, he tells us, “beyond mea- 
snre astonished” af the proposal that be 
should contest Yorkshire against tho 
landed ititerest," not indeat, that he 
was altogether without support among. 
the country gentlemen, His colleague 
in the contest was Lord Morpeth, 
who bronght over to Brougham tho whole 
‘aa of Whig influence, and. he received the 
hetp--then very powerful, espetttiy in the 
West Riding—of tlie relisious bodissewho 
adopted the opinions and revered the mem-= 
ory of William Wilberforce. At the same 
time the strugglo Inoked doubtful; Broug= 
hamhad toconduelhis canvass simaltancourly 
with the almost inevedibly laborious work 
of tho York Assizox, A& ‘soon as the Court 
yose every Any he’ jurbped “into a.carriage 
and four, drove twenty ot thirty mileg off to 
a local meeting of electors, made A apeech, 
canvassed, and drove back to York about, 
midnight, when ho’ sat down -to' read his 
briefsfor the next day, appearing in court in 
the morning at half-past 9 o'clock, “This 
kind of fife,” he says, “Tasted nearly three 
weeks, It was’ by much the hardest work I 
ever went through; ut good health, tem- 
perapee, and the staka L was playing’ for, 
carried ma through, I not only survived, 
but during the whole of this Iuiorions time 
T never in my life felt hetter, or mora capable 
of oven further exertion bad such been 
calle for.” Such s display af mergy' suc 
cpedad as it deserved, and Brongham was 
justly prand of what he ealled “his greatest 
vietory, his most unsullicd success,”
